Chief in History. 

Only Woman Congressman Cives Roses 
to Mother Who Obtained Great 
Honor Through Hard Work 
for Her People.

Capita! of Country Should Be Lo- 
cated Thousand Miles Inland From 
Present Site^ — Locate Center 
of Alaska. 

Washington. — Boston, Uas&, Is a 
very Important place to a great many 
people, but, so fur as the United 
States geological survey is concerned. 
i;»>sinn as ;i •Huh." as if claims to be, 
tioesn t amount to a row of pins. 

Boston, too, prides itself on being 
the "Hub of the Universe," but the 
Burvey ranks it at the bottom of the 
lisr of hubs or renters. 

For the geological survey thinks 
that a < iry is a hub only when it is 
the center of the land, geographically 
speuking, and points the finger of 
scorn at the Massachusetts city for 
not even being the renter of the state 
of which it happens to be the capital 
— much less of any universe. 

Honor for the Sjniths. 

The survey has r-'reived a lot of 
tetters of inquiry from persons want- 
ing to know "where they're at," where 
(tie geographical center of the United 
States is. or the center »f their own 
Plate. The survey lias taken great 
l\ains.ai treating the various getefapjf- 
[(Wiinqniferg around the continent. 

Tin- cenjter <>f the United Sl;\tes, ac- 
iu'fllhg ti\ ili'' coast and g^inMnc sur- 
vev, is ;it exactly ■;'.» degrees 50 min- 
Htes north latitude, and i'S degrees 3a 
rtnutitcV* West longitude. It may he 
said that point i> in northern Kansas,' 
in Smith county, in fact. Trust the 
Smiths to in- there. 

The ideal "huh" of population, gov- 
ernment and Industry, should also he 
the geographical renter, the. survey 
believes, hat that is true tn few. If 
Hay cases. "Hubs" just crow up re- 
gardless, and the renter of population 
in this country is yearly moving west- 
ward. 

Washington Out of Place. 

Even Washington, ttie Rati on 1 1 capi- 
tal, is wrongly situated, from the 
geographer's point of view, and should 
be at least a thousand miles inland 
from iis present site to better ap- 
proach the geographfcfcl center of ttie 
country. St! Louts. Denver and other 
cities have been mentioned at various 
times iis more fitting sites for the 
center of government. 

The geological survey of the Interior 
department has fixed the approximate 
locations of the geographical centers 
of each state. 

The geographical center of Alaska is 
di.licult to determine, for the outline 
of the territory is very irregular, but 
If the outlying islands are included In 
the determination It Is not far from a 
point 95 miles soutli of Fort 
Gibbons, in latitude «3 degrees 40 
minutes, longitude 352 degrees 20 
minutes.

General Mitchell Reports Result of 
Two Months' Investigation Abroad 
—Legislation Needed Requir- 
ing Inspection of Airplanes. 

Washington. — For the time being at 
least the United States is lagging be- 
hind the inarch of aviation progress. 
This is, however, a condition which 
must and will be remedied if Secre- 
tary of War Weeks has anything to 
say in the matter — and he has. 

The secretary of war lately declared 
that the European nations, particu- 
larly those of them like Great Britain 
and Trance, that have attained the 
utmost degree of efficiency in the fly- 
ing art on the military as well as on 
the commercial side, are spending 
much more money in the development 
of aviation, are developing superior 
types of machines and in general are 
quite a few steps in advance of the 
United States.

perience he had the other day in the 
vicinity of Detroit when making it 
Sight from Chicago. General Mitchell 
ran into a thunder cloud which had 
a length of at least 120 miles. 

General Mitchell had never in his 
previous experience ran into a storir. 
of this size. Thunder clouds, always 
a deterrent to aviators, usually meas- 
ure about twentj miles and by flying 
on the edge of them the aviator can 
get into the open in short time. After 
skirting the edge of this cloud for 
some eighty miles General Mitchell 
found that It extended still forty 
miles. 

Discussing his visit with General 
Mitchell, who hud just completed a 
trip from MeCook field, Dayton. O.. 
to Rolling field, Secretary Weeks said 
that General Mitchell believes that 
stricter examination and licensing is 
the great prerequisite to the develop- 
ment of commercial aviation in the 
United States. ' 

Hefore the general public can feel 
assurance regarding commercial air 
routes the secretary said there must 
he legislation that provides rigid in- 
spection of airplanes and the licens- 
ing of pilots. Federal regulations are 
deemed the most appropriate, as these 
would eliminate discrepancies in laws 
ami conduce to uniformity. 

Encourage Commercial Aircraft. 

From the standpoint of the War de- 
partment the development of com- 
nierciH 1 aircraft should have every en 
courav°moiit for the reason that it 
would provide for the army a great 
reserve of competent pilots and offi- 
cers in any national emergency. 

At the present time there is no law 
providing for the inspection or regu- 
lation of pilots or their machines 
when engaged in commercial service, 
and this fact, the secretary of war be- 
lieves, has given rise to many of the 
accidents that have occurred. 

As an example of 'the degree of 
safety which may be attained in com 
mercial flying the secretary of wai 
Instanced the fact that one conmier 
cial line operating between Miami 
Fin., .and. Nassau has carried 56;00fj 
to. KMt.tMK) passengers without an ac- 
cident. The same company tiiat op 
erates the Miami-Xassau route is now 
Interested in developing an air route 
between Detroit and Cleveland bj j 
way of the lake.

Washington, D. C— The birth rate 
Is declining and the death rate in- 
creasing, according to statistics made 
public by the census bureau covering 
the first quarter of the year. 

The birth rate in the states from 
which comparative figures are avail- 
able shows an average of 23.3 for each 
thousand of population in the first 
three months of 1022, compared with 
25.3 In 1921, while the mortality aver- 
age in the registration area in the 
first quarter of this year was i3.7, 
against 12.G in the same period last 
year. 

North Carolina, with 29.2, reported 
the highest birth rate for the first 
three months this year, and the state 
of Washington, with 16.5, the lowest, |
